L3DGR BUZI, 61$ Laurel Aye., Bridgeport, Conn*, interviewed 
3/8/$7. wad advised as follows: L1DCR BUZI was employed 
by Albanian Section of Radio Free Europe, Mew fork, N, t*, 
from 6/$l to 9/S 3* In latter part of 19$2 or early part 
of 1953, UDOR BUZI received letter from his father 
THCUAS BUZI, Force, Albania, requesting that LIBOR BIZI 
terminate his "present position" and go in business. 

Subsequent letters received by LIBOR BUZI from THOMAS BUZI 
reflect as follows: THOMAS BUZI and his wife VASHJXI 
were being held by Albanian authorities in a small bam 
in the gypsy section of Force, Albania* PANDI LUBONJA, 
member of Editorial Board of Ltrla, an Albanian 
language newspaper published in Boston, Mass., returned 
to Albania in 1952 and advised Albanian authorities 
that LIQOR BUZI was working in the U. S. against the Government 
of Albania* The Rbv* FNU TOLLCOUCH, a priest foimerly of 
Bridgeport, Conn., returned to Albania in 19$2* Rev* TOLICOUCH 
was picked up by Albanian authorities after entering Albania 
and brought by Albanian authorities to place where THOMAS BUZI 
and his wife were being held, and interrogated in the presence 
of THOMAS BUZI as to whether or not LIGGR BUZI was fighting 
Albanian authorities* LIOGR BUZI considers that the above 
pressure was put upon his parents In Albania by Albanian 
authorities in an effort to have him terminate his position 
with Radio Free Europe. Despite information received from

information received from the Office of the Assistant Chief of Staff, 
G-2,. Washington, D. C. 

Oa January 2b, 395 7, PETER DIMITRI TASI, Pvt., U. S. 51381*001*, 

■who is stationed at Dugway Proving Ground, Dugway, Utah, in the 
process of completing DD Form 398 for the purpose of initiating 
security clearance, made the following statement concerning 
L1GCR BUZI In Item 20s 

Due to the fact that TASI’s grandparents are residing in Communist- 
dominated Albania, TASI*s Uncle, UGOR BUZI, has withdrawn frcm 
Radio Free Europe affairs. 

Because of LIGOR BUZI f s broadcasts to Europe for Radio Free Europe, 
pressure by Cannmnist groups in the United States led BUZI to his 
decision to withdraw frcm Radio Free Europe or possibly suffer ham 
to his parents ifoo reside in Albania. 

TASI also told G-2 that UGCR BUZI had discussed the above situation 
with him freely and that he was quite sure that HE OR BUZI had not 
reported the incident of his being pressurized by alleged Communist 
groups to any local or government authority. 

UGGR BUZI, 6l5 laurel Avenue, Bridgeport, Connecticut, was interviewed 
by Special Agents LLOYD S. GOCDROW and JAMES J. MCCARTHY on March 8, 
1557* The following information was secured frcm BUZI during this 
interview* 

UGOR BUZI was employed by the Albanian Section of Radio Free Europe 
at 110 West $7th Street, New York City, New York, frcm June, 1951* 
until September, 1953* 

In the latter part of 1952 or early part of 1953, LTGOR BUZI received 
a letter frcm his father, THOMAS BUZI, Rr. Rands Aranitas 7, Korce, 
Albania. In this letter, THCMAS BUZI told LIGOR BUZI that he should 
terminate bis "present position" and go into business. 

Some time thereafter, LIGOR BUZI received another letter from his father, 
THOMAS BUZI. THOMAS BUZI in this letter told LIGOR BUZI that he and 
his wife VASUIKI, had been taken frcm their home and were being held in 
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a small barn in the gypsy section of Korea, Albania* THOMAS BUZI 
described his place of captivity as a 9 * x R* roam with a dirt floor 
and one window* It J«* LH30R BOZI's best recollection that his parents 
were held for sane nine-months period in this bam* 

In toother letter which LIGOR BUZI received from THOMAS BUZI, LIQGR 
BUZI was told that in BAND! UJBONJA, formerly of Southb ridge, 

Massachusetts, a member of the Editorial Board of Lirla, an Albanian 
lan gua g e newspaper published in Boston, Massachusetts, returned to 
Albania and advised Albanian officials that Lin OR BUZI was working 
against the Albanian Government* 

LTGCR BUZI recalls that in another letter, his father THOMAS BUZI, 
told him that The CtovereiHl?PNff^tlCOUCH^ an AJbanian prieet formerly, 
of Bridgeport, Connecticut^ returned to Albania in 1$52. Rev* TOLL*. 

COUCH was picked up by'AjEanian authorities after his entry into 
Albania and brought by Albanian authorities to the place where 
THOMAS BUZI and his wife were being held* Rev* TOLICOUCH was Interrogated 
in THOMAS BUZI* a presence by Albanian authorities as to whether or not 
HOQR BUZI was .fighting Albanian authority* Rev* TOLLCCUCH replied 
by saying that he knew LUXE BUZI only as 4 **a and had no information 
concerning LlGOR BUZI f s activity, if any, against the Albanian 
authorities* 

It is LID OR BUZI* a best recollection that the letters artting out 
the above information were received by him from' TH (HAS BUZI during 
late 1$$2 and 1953. 

UOOR BUZI considers that the above pressure was put upon his parents 
in Albania by Albanian authorities in an effort to have him terminate 
his position with Radio Free Ear ope* Despite information received 
from THOMAS BUZI, LIGOR BUZI did not resign his position with Radio 
Free Burope, but remained with Radio Free Europe until his position 
was abolished* LIGOR BUZI advised that no pressure was ever exerted 
cm by any Communist groups in the United States to cause him to 
terminate his position with Radio Free Europe* 

U0CR BUZI advised that tie does not personally know that his father, 

THCMAS BUZI, and his stepmother, VASHHCI BUZI, were actually held by 
Albanian authorities under the conditions described to him in the letter 
he received from THOMAS BUZI* 

XJflCffcjBUZI advised that he has no personal knowledge concerning the 
. _ - accuracy of the facts set out In the letters that he received from his 

father, THCMAS BUZI. However, LID OR ByZT said that he personally knows 
that Rev. TOLLCOUCH, now deceased, actually left for Albania in 1952, 
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and that it is oammon knowledge in Albanian oirolee that 
PAHDX UJBONJA returned to Albania in 1952* BUZI said that on 
several occasions, he has been publicly attacked by Liria ao 
an iaiiTidual who is against the Government of Albania and as 
an individual who is undemocratic* 

L3DCR BUZI noted that the letters which his lather, THOMAS BUZI, 
had written to him, ware not sent directly to him, but were sent 
to IJOOR BUZI's father-in-law, H<u3MITRI, 81*2 Connecticut Avenue, 
Bridgeport, Connecticut* 

UGGR BUZZ advised that he had made available the above information 
to HUQQ/jACKRI (ph). Supervisor of the Albanian Section of Radio-;, 
Free Europe at the time that he had received the Info^ 
his father* 

UOCR BUZI stated that his father, THOUAS^BUZI, and«|gp^ 
VASILIKI^BUZI, have now been returned by Albanian autT^^* 
to their own heme in Korea, Albania# However, they ar * &
